He said: "Only the Christian re­ 
ligion has been able at once to kill 
pride and cure despair It proclaim* 
to the most ungodly that they are 
capable of the grace of their R e­ 
deemer, and to the most righteous 
th at by grace they are w hat they 
are 
Pascal addresses both the mind 
and the heart, but knows the latter 
to be the better [tart. Philosophy 
and reason are good, but not good 
enough Only the eyes of the heart' 
can see with certainty

Seek To Improve 
Kgg Inspections 


Tor several years Pennsylvania 
has led all other states in the volume 
of quality eggs sold a t retail follow­ 
ing official state grading inspections, 
and plans are under way for further 
improvement of the service, accord­ 
ing to Miles Horst, state secretary 
of agriculture. 
To obtain full cooperation of all 
egg m arketing agencies, including 
cooperatives and private dealers, the 
state D epartm ent of Agriculture will 
conduct a hearing iii Harrisburg on 
Wednesday, December 12. At th at 
time a set of regulations proposed 
by the departm ent for reorganiza­ 
tion of its method of quality egg in­ 
spections will be subm itted for dis­ 
cussion prior to formal adoption. 
In the Pennsylvania egg quality 
program a number of egg m arket­ 
ing organizations now' are using the 
official insignia approved by the de­ 
partm ent. It shows an outline of 
the state within a keystone and its 
use signifies th a t the eggs within 
the container have been approved 
under the state Bureau of Markets 
official inspection service 
Principal changes included in the 
new proposals by the departm ent 
boil down to adjusting the method 
of sampling cases of eggs to obtain 
greater accuracy in grading
